He authored The Night 
Watch, a memoir; The Carlos 
Contract, a novel of interna- 
tional terrorism; and The Great 
Texas Murder Trials, a study of 
crime in Texas. 

A frequent lecturer on na- 


tional security matters, Phillips 
is currently writing a book of 
biographical profiles of CIA di- 
rectors. 

John Harris writes poetry on 
a wide variety of subjects, but 
focuses on the West. 

Harris was educated at the 
University of Utah, Brigham 
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Young University and the Uni- 
versity of Texas. He has taught 


„at the University of Texas and 


BYU. He is a nationally recog- 
nized authority on technical 
writing. 

His poems have been pub- 
lished in several academic jour- 
nals as well as The Ensign and 
Sport Aviation. He has also 
authored two volumes of poetry. 

Ms. Condon has been part of 
the boom in romance writing 
for the last five years. She was 
an editor of MacFadden Ro- 
mances, editor-in-chief of Ro- 
mantique Magazine and senior 
editor of Silhouette Books. She 
now works on all four of Silhou- 
ette’s adult lines, acquiring 
manuscripts from unpublished 
authors as well as some of the 
genre’s most popular writers.
